"How much money have you placed 


in a single year on western farms ?" 
"As high as 1500,000." 
'Do your 


eastern correspondents still send you 
money to loan upon farms ?" "Yes." 
"What do you do with it if" "Send it 
back, as I have no place to put it." 


The Perils of Orange Culture. 


N*w Orleans Picayune of January 


20th: A few days before the cold 
snap, the owner of an extensive orange 
plantation on Orange Lake, Florida, 
was offered 935,000 out of band for 
the crop of oranges then on the trees 
by parties who had been through and 
made an estimate. 
He refused it. The 


cold of the next few succeeding days 
killed all of the fruit and he is now the 
amount offered out of pocket. 


WEST VreaisiA can scarcely con- 


tinue to be ranked among the States 
with a distinctive negro population in 
the light of the present census. With 
a total population of 618,193, the State 
has bat 25,760 negroes, or about one 
in every twenty-five. 
A large number 


of Northern States hare a larger abso- 
lute negro population, and several have 
a relative population but little smaller. 
New Jersey, with a total population of 
1,130,892, a little less than twice that 
of West Virginia, has 39,036 negroes, 
and Connecticut, with very nearly the 
same population, 622,683, has about

presenting a sickening sight.

rtnil bad gone home with a pint brit- 


tle of whisky in his pocket. He was nol 
drunk. His wife took a drink out of the 
tiottle, and then Votren went into the 
barn yard and put up his horse, lie then 
returned to the house, and Votren affirms 
that bis wife began quarreling with him 
about not gathering some corn that re- 
mained in the field. He told her if she 
didn't cease fussing he would shoot her. 
She dared him to carry out nil threat, and 
be did it, with the hlomly result aa above 
stated. 


Votrea says he is 


NOT SORRY 


for what be has done. He is now under 
arrest. The doctor visited the scene of 
tlie tragedy last night, and at two o'clock 
this (Wednesday) morning, left Votren 
still alive. The murdered wife and suf- 
fering husband occupy one room in the 
farm house, the woman still lying on the 
floor wbere she fell in the throes of death.
